Crrr oF GUATEMALA, Aug. 23.—Barranda, ex- 
Minister of Guatemala, who has lived in Mexi- 
D for some time, virtually exiled by the pop- 
ular fury against bim on account of his 
atrocities in Barrios’ time, has been making 
all the trouble for this Government that was 
in bis power, and watching bis opportunity to 
get back into power. Now that the Govern- 
ment has its hands full with the Salvador war 
he has come over the line with as many mal - 
contents as be can gather together, andis at 
present watching events from the estate of 
Cascona, near the Mexicar frontier. The peo- 
ple of Guatemala fear and hate Barranda, and 
for them no greater calamity could come,they 
think, that the appearance of Barranda with 
ferce enough to do his will. 

WHERE HONDURAS STANDS. 

President Bugran of Henduras and Preal- 
dent Barillas of this country are in constant 
communication, and if hostilities between 
Gaute mala and Salvador are resumed Bogran 
will certainly come to the ald of Barilias. 
President Barilias bas caused to be publisned 
a telegram received from President Bogran. 
This, with the comments and reply sent by 
Barlilas, show how intensely these two men 
hate Ezeta. Barillas introduced the matter 
by saying: ‘‘In accordance with the humane 
custom in vogue in allenlightened nations in 
the presence of international difficuities the 
diplomatic corps resident in Guatemala made 
a tentative effort to prevent further blood- 
shed in Central America, and spontaneously 
and in all good purpose made inquiry of Gen. 
Ezeta as to whether friendly intervention on 
their part would be acceptable. 

President Ezeta’s opinion may be learned 
from the following telegram sent to Presi - 
dent Barrillas by President Bogran: 

EZETA’6 CIRCULAR. 

I hereby forward you Ezeta’s circular tele- 
graphedto the President of Costa Rica, Nieara- 
gue and Honduras and to his chiefs of depart- 
ments. It reads as foliows: 

Just at the moment when I am ready to make use 
of the artillery, crimsoned with the precious blood 
of the soldiers of the h e column of Santa Anna, 
who have but now freed the country from the 
clutches of infamous criminals, comes a telegram 
signed by the diplomatic corps residentin Guate- 
mala offering its intervention that we may make 
peace with our enemies, This is the 
latest effort which the usurpers 
of our national sovereignty have made 
to prevent our glorious flag, em- 
blem of liberty and right, from being displayed 
on the Government palace of Guatemala. In the 
present state of things arrangement of the matter is 
impossible. There is no middle ground ef reconcil- 
lation. After eving endured so long the terrible 
domination of the Guatemala despots it becomes 
necessary for our army to overturn the presidential 
throne of those rulers. We do not beg liberty asa 
favor; we win her on the field of battle with the 
edge of the sword and the point of the bayonet. 
| There is no middie ground. Liberty or death! That 
is our watchword. To be published by ban.

President Barrillas offersfas a com- 
ment on the above tne following: 
‘‘This method of replying to the telegram 
of the diplomatic corps is about as informal, 
uncourteous and low as it could be. This 
kind of treatment of Guatemala is infamous, 
and shows up the character of the war waged 
against us and the intentions of Ezeta and his 
partisans against our Republic.’’ 

In reply to President Bogran’s telegram, 
President Barrillas sent the following reply: 
BARRILLAS’ REPLY. 

I have just received your telegram contain- 
ing Ezeta’s circular to the Governments of 
Honduras, Nicaragua and Costa Rica and to 
the commanders of departments of Salvador. 
The hat red against Guatamala could 
not be made more evident, nor 
ean anything be clearer than that be who has 
rushed headlong into the path of crime, cares 
little forthe dloodsbhed of sister people who 
should be living in peace. If my Govern- 
ment bas fulfilled all expeotations of her 
since the news of the neartrending events of 
the 22a of June by watching lest the abnormal 
condition of things In Salvador might induce 
complications and disorders here, it behooves 
nes now more than ever to work with an en- 
ergy equal to the circumstances and pay back

accredited in Central America and resident 
in this capital has had the praiseworthy 
intention of offering its good offices in favor 
of peace, itis not because our Government 
has solicited that intervention, much less be- 
cause we find ourselves too weak to sustain 
the honor and good name of Guatemala, 
although with pleasure we would accept peace 
were its conditions proper and becoming. 
But now that there is no possible pacific solu- 
tion of the problem, and we are obliged to

cause I defend. Iappreciate your feelings in 
view of Ezeta’s eircuiar, and I take it for 
granted that your attitude to-day Is that which 
ie expected of achief magistrate of intearity 
over a people whose welfare, both by the 
principles maintained and by her community 
of interests, is identified with that of Guate- 


mala, her natural ally and sister.

Conflict Between Bayt and gan Demingo. 

San DomiIneo, Ausg. 23.—Information has 
reached this capital that on the night of Au- 
gust 20 about eight bundred Haytiab troops, 
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truders. The Dominican troops were suc- 
cessful and repulsed the enemy, killing 
twenty-three men and wounding a number of 
others. The Dominicans had but four soldiers 
injured, Great indignation is felt here at 
Hayti’s action in this Invasion of Dominican 
territory, and the Dominican cabinet has been 
called together by President Ulis E. Her- 
riaraux to consider the advisability of deciar- 
ing war against Hayti. President Herriaraux 
sald to-day that the real eause of the troubie 
was that in 1875 and 1876a treaty for commer- 
cial purposes was entered into between the 
Haytlan and Dominican Governments which 
at the same time defined the boundaries of the 
two countries, 

A special stipulation of this treaty was that 
Hayti was to make use of a portion-of Domin- 
ican territory which she needed, and which 
Santo Dominge was to allow to be so used on 
condition that Hayti should pay annually to 
the Dominican Government, $150,000 as long 
as she retained possesion of the loaned terri- 
tory. Hayti was, moreover, to permit all im- 
ports from Santo Domingo to enter Heyti free 
of duty. Hayti bas not paid the $150,000 for a 
number of years and now Owes something 
over 52,000, 000. Hayti, however, alleges that 
there is so much rum imported from Santo 
Domingo that the Haytian revenues are 
greatly suffering. Hayti wishes to make an 
end to her oargain and at the same time re- 
tain possession of the Jeaned land. 

NOTHING KNOWN IN NEW YORK. 

NEw YorK, Aug. 2.—Senors Francisco 
Leonte Vasquez and Manuel De Jalvin, the 
Consul-General and Consul respectively of the 
Dominican Government in this city, state 

hat they have recelved no official intimation 
from their Government that any outbreak or 
Invasion had occurred on the Istand. They 
knew that there was some sort of trouble 
brewing between Hayti and Santo Domingo, 
but they could not say to what-extent it had 
developed. They had also heard it said that 
private advices had been received by persons 
here that there had been à disturbance be- 
tween the two countries, but they had learned 
none of the particulars. 


Middleton’s Career in Canada. 


Orrawa, Aug. 23.—The publleatlon of Gen. 
Sir Frederick Middleton's farewell to the peo- 
ple of Canada has created intense feeling in 
all eireles. The revelations made therein go 
far to prove that in his defense before the 
Parliamentary Commission he withheld, out 
of regard tohis friends, many facts which 
would certainly have caused a more lenient 
view of his case to be taken by the tribunal. 
It appears that ln thus shielding his friends 
the General courted his own condemnation. 
Referring to the confiscation of Bremner’s 
furs he says: It seems that my impression 
as to the extent of my powers was wrong, 
and of course Il regret now that I éxercised 
asl did, but the impression must hdve been 
strengthened by atelegram from the Minister 
of Militia, dated June 12, 1885, in which he 
says: ‘Iebould like you to bring back some 
souvenirs of your campatgn for Sir Jobn, Sir 
Hector and myself. Leave te you to select 
whatever you consider of interest. This re- 
quest may have been meant to refer,and from 
what the Minister of Militia told me the other 
day probably did refer to souvenirs to be 
purchased or received as gifts by me, bat 1 
cértainiy took It at the tiie to relate to any- 
thing captured from the rebels.’’ 

PARTISAN ATTACKS. 

Referring to the report of the House Com- 
mittee he says: The House of Commons is 
notacourt of jubtice, but a political assem- 
bly in which party feeling necessarily pre- 
valle. It my character were at stake I should 
prefer a different tribunal. It is a patent fact 
thatthe bitterest attacks on me bave pro- 
ceeded from that party and from mostof the 
organs of that party which protested against 
Riel’s execution and courted the Rielite 
vote. The Sir John and Sir Hector referred 
to in the messags of the Minister of Militia 
are respectively Sir Jonn A. MacDonald, the 
Premier, and Sir Hector L. Langevin, Minis- 
ter of Public Werks. The scandal of which 
Gen. Miadleton is the central figure has 
claimed attention in Canada for the past year. 
In 1885, during the Northwest rebellion, Gen. 
Middleton, who had charge of the Oanadian 
forces, urged a half-breed named Bremner to 
put his furs, valued at about $4,500, in his 
hands for safe-keeping. ‘The half-breed did 
so and never saw them again. When he en- 
deavored to learn what had become of them 
he was driven away aud told to go about his 
business. 

SHOWERED WITH HONORS. 

Sir Frederick, flushed with success, returned 
to Ottawa and had honors showered upon 
him. He was made akKnight Commander of 
the Order of St. Michael and St. George and 
received the thanks of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment and a vote of $20,000. Shortly after- 
wards he was retired from the Imperial Army 
with the rank of Lieutenant-General, but re- 
tained command of the Canadian militia. His 
previous record was of the best. He had 
servedin New Zealand and India and had 
been promoted several times for bravery in 
battle. He took part in the siege of Lucknow 
and was recommended to Lord Clyde for the 
Victoria Cross. In 186] he was sent to Canada 
and in 1884 took command of the militia, 

Stories about the thieving of the militia 
during the Northwest rebellion and the loot- 
ing of Bremner’s furs were circulated in 1886, 
but no attention was paid to them until this 
year, when the opposition, through persistent 
reiteration of the charges, forced the Govern- 
ment to institute an inquiry. Sir Frederick 
was tried and found guilty. He was forced to 
resign and pay Bremner $3,500 for the stolen 
furs. Now he returns to England in disgrace. 
The General is 69 years old, short, thick set, 
with a jolly red countenance, white bair anda 
bristling white mustache. He is very bitter 
against Sir Adolph Carr, Minister of Militia, 
and claims that he is more sinned against 
than sinning.

MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. 23.—From present 
indications it would appear that the United 
States is to have a French Canadian Bishop. 
Mgr. Wadhams of Ogdensburg, now old and 
infirm, asked sume months ago that a coad- 
jutor Bishop be appointed, and His Lord- 
ship’s council forwarded the names of three 
Irish priests. This gave offense to the French 
Canadian Catholics, who are in the majority. 
Through the intercession of the Sulpician 
Fathers in Rome the name of Rev. Mr. Nor- 
mandeau bas been submitted to the Holy 
Father as a priest worthy of occupying the 
exalted position, and private information 
from Rome indicates that he is likely to re- 
ceive the appointment,

They stated that since the 
resignation of Prince Bismarck, the Emperor 
had become democratic and desired to place 
the labor laws of Germany on equality with 
those of Eagiand. The meeting unanimously 
recommended thatthe question of an eight- 
hour day be submitted to a vote of the British 
miners before an international strike is en- 
tered upon. ‘ 


Russia's Royal Guest. 


St. Perenspune, Aug. 23.—Gen. Von Schel- 
lendorf, Commander of the First German 
Army Corps, who is attached tothe suite of 
Emperer William, while on his way to the 
Peterhof to-day was thrown from his horse 
and severely injured, The Czar has conferred 
the decoration of the Order of st. Andrew 
upon Chancelier Von Caprivi. It ia stated that 
the Czar and Czarina have promised Emperor 
William that they will visit Berlin in Ootober. 

The Czar and Emperor William have arrived 
at the Peternof Palace from Narva. 


Guarding Against Cholera. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Aug. %.—The Acting 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture speaking of 
the rumored danger of Asiatic cholera coming 
to Canada from Japan via British Columbia, 
said the quarantine regulations were as strict 
at Vancouver as at Grosse Isle, and bt the 
latter place they were all that human ingenu- 
ity could devise. There was every danger, 
however, that the plague would visit this 
country next summer. It might come through 
Immigrants who having the disease in its 
latest stage it could not be detected at Quar- 
antine, 


Russia’s Frontier Guard. 


St. PErtTerssporG, Aug. 233.—The Noos 
Vremya, commenting on the Berlin Post s sug- 
gestion that Russia should withdraw her 
troops from the German and Austrian fron- 
tier, says that Russia massed her troops along 
the frontier solely as a precaution, after 
Germany and Austria bad massed their forces 
on their frontiers, and that therefore those 
two powers should initiate the evacua- 
tion.

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THE RISE IN BILVER. 

Silver was*rising in price before our new 
silver law was passed, but it is very prob- 
able that the more rapid rise since was 
largely due to that measure. When the 
Government of the largest silver- 
producing country in the world pledged 
itself to buy, store away in vaults and 
withdraw from the markets 54,000,000 
ounces per annum, with the avowed pur- 
pose of creating a silver famine and send- 
ing the price up, it would have been 
strange if no such effect had followed. 

But those who are crediting the entire 
rise to this cornering operation will hardly 
be able to show why the same effect would 
not have followed the passage of a bil 
providing for the free coinage of the en- 
tire output of our mines. That would 
have withdrawn the same amount of sil- 
yer bullion every year from the market. 
If the silver in the dollar should 
be sent up to par by this measure within 
two years, the men who rejected BLAND’sS 
free coinage bill will be condemned by the 
success of their own substitute, and will 
be held responsible for the depression of 
silver which followed their defeat of 
BLAND’s first free coinage act twelve years 
ago. 

If the storing of the whole output of our 
mines in Treasury vaults for a series of 
years speedily brings the silver dollar to 
par when the stored silver is not coined, 
but represented in circulation by silver 
note currency, the mere coining of the 
stored silver before issuing the notes 
thereon could not alter the effect.

A STATk's DILEMMA. 

The advocates of the educational quali- 
fication for voters in Mississippi take the 
ground that it will disfranchise but 11,889 
of the 118,890 white voters, while it will 
disfranchise 123,334 of the 189,884 negro 
voters. This would confine the voting to 
107,001 white and 66,550 negro voters, and 
give the whites so large a majority that 
they could afford to permit perfectly fair 
and peaceful elections. 

If it is necessary to disfranchise the 
negro majority in any State it 1s better 
to do it lawfully than unlawfully, and 
the educational qualification is preferable 
to a property qualification as a means 
of disfranchisement. But if there 
are 189,884 negro yoters in Mississippi 
and only 118,890 white voters, how is this 
proposed new Constitution to be ratified? 
If the negroes all vote against the dis- 
franchisement of two-thirds of their race, 
there will be a majority of over 70,000 
against it, even if every white vote in the 
State is polled for it. ? 

The whole country will watch with 
curious interest to see how the Mississippi 
disfranchisers will get over this difficulty. 
If the disfranchisement is ratified by a 
fair count of the popular vote castata 
free and fair election, sucha result will 
be a remarkable manifestation of polit- 
ical self-denial on the part of the colored 
population. * 

But if there is only a bogus popular 
ratification, secured by terrorism and 
fraud apparent on the face of the pro- 
ceeding, a very grave question will arise 
whether the United States can discharge 
its duty of guaranteeing a republican 
form of governmentin each State, and 
yet permit the majority race in one State 
to be disfranchised by an unlawful, vio- 
lent and revolutionary process. Will the 
Federal authority, legislative, executive 
and judicial,recognize as valid a constitu- 
tion and a government foisted upon the 
people of a State by such a process?

How the Trouble Arese and the Present 
Condition of Affairs—The Refusal of the 
Seceders te Submit All Difficulties te 
Arbitration Yrolonging the Dispute— 
The Lecal Situatien, 


T is now six years 
since the split took 
place in the ranks of 
the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, but a 
spasmodic effort is 
now being made by 
the seceders to get 
recognition. St. Louis 
Hibernians look on 
the matter with calm 
indifference. They 
gay that atthe time 
: of the secession, 
which was the result of a breach of GAiscipline 
and punishment therefor, one small lodge of 
the spurious order was formed here, but that 
it dwindled away into insignificance so rap- 
idiy that few are now aware whether it still 
lives or has quietly suicided. Dan Linahan, 
a prominent local Hibernian, said this morn- 
ing: : 

“The Ancient Order of Hibernians is really a 
very simple order with nothing mysterious or 
seoret about it. It charges itself with the in- 
terment of deceased members, and takes care 
that neither members nor members’ families 
become dependent upon charity for a livell- 
hood, It doesn’t make anyone rich, but it 
keeps an immense number from being poor, 
or at any rate destitute. Every Catholic priest 
isan honorary member and is admitted to 
meetings without question. 

„This secession took place before I was 
prominentiy connected with the order, and 
it is confined almost entirely to the East. The 
seceders got wrong somehow though really 
the rules of the order only called upon mem- 


bersto pay their dues and behave them- 
selves. Some few went with them and after a 
good deal of negotiation the matter was left 
to Archbishop Oorrigan, who deputed Mgr. 
Farley to act asarbitrator. Father Farley 
undertook to decide the matter pro- 
vided both parties would egree to abide 
by his decision. The genuine and 
only order at once prepared a case, submitted 
it to the arbitrator and agreed in writing to 
abide by his decision. But the seceders had 
no case to submit so they submitted none, 
now did they formerly agree to acknowledge 
the award. The result was the whole matter 
feil through. 
NOT TROUBLED AT ALL. 

‘*We are going on all right and are not giv- 
ing a second thought to the seceders. The 
other day a man tried to get into my lodge. I 
asked himfor the password, but he thadn’t 
gotit nor could he give me the preceding 
password. I seon fouud out that he belonged 
to ene of the seceding lodges, and hence 
wasn’t a Hibernian at all. Itold him of this 
and advised bim to join the order and become 
a genuine Hibernian. This is our advice to 
all, We have biacklisted no one and all the 
kickers are welcome whenever they feel dis- 
posed to come in with us, provided, of course, 
they obey our rules, which are perfectly rea- 
sonable.’’ 

The following letter from Mgr. Farley bears 
out Mr. Linahan’s story:

Mr. M. F. Withere, N. D., Philadelphia: 


Dear Sin—Your esteemed favor is received, 
in which you ask fora statement of the pres- 
ent condition of the proposed arbitration be- 
tween the two sections of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians. In reply I have only to say 
that so far I have had no commupnication from 
the other party to the controversy, and there- 
fore have been unable to act in the matter. 
The whole facts of the case, as far as I have 
had any connection with it, are these: In 
August of last year his Grace the Most Rev. 
Archbishop of New York requested me to act 
as arbitrator between the two wings of the 
Ancient Order of»Hibernians. I made ita 
condition of my acceptance that duly author- 
ized representatives of both sides should 
place in my hands, before any time or place of 
meeting was fixed, a written promise to abide 
by my decision, together with a summary of 
the 1 at issue.

Regretting that it has not been in my power 
to contribute toward the reconciliation of two 
such Influential and numerous bodies of Cath- 
olic Irianmen, and hoping that some means 
may be soon found of restoring harmony to

The Colorado exhibit for the eoming St. 
Louis Exposition is now ou its way eastward. 
It will be the finest show ever made by any 
Western State. It consists of more than 4 
dozenwarloads, and will occupy the entire 
northeast nave of the Exposition bullding. 
Nearly every county in Colorado has con- 
tributed to the collection. Two bundred 
thousand pounds of minerals and $6,000 worth 
ofdesigns in grains and grasses are in the 


exhibit, togetner with innumerable specimens 
of the fauna, flora and ornitholo of.the 
State, collections of agates, petrifactions, fos-

An extra effort is made 
in the agricultural line, and several hundred 
varieties of wheat will be shown, The same 
with fruits, of whieh the pears, peaches and 
rapes vie with California in flavor and 
eauty. One county sends a Dalloon decor- 
ated by the ladies with ceréals and grasses. 
There will also be a great variety of berries 
and cane and vine products, preserved iby an 
embalming process. 1 Paso County 
Will turnish mineral waters bottled in novel 
glass ware. The Colorado system of irriga- 
tion will be illustrated and from a minature 
gorge will be distributed into miniature 
fields, and there will be also photographs pic- 
turing men at work in the fields. ‘ith all 
these will be minor attractions, all intended to 
exemplify the national advantages and devel- 
opment of Colorado.

DEPARTURE OF THE REMAINS OF INVENTOR 
AND PATKIOT ERICCSON. 


— 


Tne Government’s Plass for the Transfer of 
the Casket Successfully Carried Out—The 
Funeral Ship and Its Escort of Oruisers— 
The March From the Cemetery te Balti- 
more—Reute of the Procession. 


New Tonk, Aug. 23.—The morning of the 
day which was to witness the solemniy im- 
posing departure for Sweden of the remains 
of Capt. John Ericcson, patriot and inventor, 
began cloudy and threatening over the city of 
New York and the waters of its magnificent 
harbor. The programme arranged by Rear 
Admiral Bra ine, Capt. J. N. Miller of the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard and Capt. B. 8. Osborn 
of the Naval Veterans’ Association to success- 
fully carry out the elaborate preparations un- 
dertaken by the Federal Government for the 
transfer of the remains of the late Capt. 
Ericcson from the marble co mo- 
to rv in this olty to the cruiser 
Baltimore for conveyance to Sweden was 
most satisfactorily carried out. The old mon- 
iter Nantucket, freshly palnted, and with ber 
turrets draped in black, had been towed from 
the Navy Yard in Brooklyn and placed in the 
position of honor, immediately bebind the 
funeral ship Baltimore, and the Dispatch, 
from which latter #hip Secretary Tracy wit- 
nessed the carrying out of the orders of the 
Navy Department in connection with the mat- 
ter in hand. 

THE WHITE SQUADRON, 

Following these two veseels in order of pro- 
ceasion were the other ships of the famous 
new squadron of evolution, or white squad- 
ron, recently returned from the Med- 
iterranean Sea and South American 
waters. On their left were anchored 
the Pensacola, Dolphin, Yantic, Alarm 
Kearsarge and Enterprise. The Philadel- 
phia, 
orders for sea; the Vesuvius, Vermount and 
Minnesota, all laid up tor repairs, were rep- 
resented by their launches and rowing boats 
and acted as an escort to the tug Nina on the 
trip from the plertothe Baltimore with the 
remains. The ighting ships with their deeks 
holystoned and their guns and brasses burn- 
ished toa degree presented a brilliant spec- 
tacle as they lay inthe blue waters of the 
harbor with the colossal statue of 
Liberty towearing in the unser prespective. 


At the na yard all things were 
early in readiness for the prompt movement 
ot maripes and blue jackets to the various 
positions assigned them. The flags of the 
City Hall and those on many private buildinus 
were at half mast. To the heart of the city, 
from all its quarters, acting under the sharp 
spur of naval discipline, came hurrying to 
their different rendezvous as early as li 
o’clock the members of the various military, 
scientific and other organizations participat- 
ing in the solemnities and marching column. 
ERICCSON'S REMAINS. . 

So effectively had the instructions of Ad- 
miral Braine and hie assistants been executed 
thatafew moments beiore 12:30 the casket 
the remains of 
emerged from the gate 
of the marble cemetery on 
Second street, where it had been deposited 
after his death in this city on March 8, 1889. 
The casket was placed inthe waiting hearse, 
which was immediately surrounded by the 
guard of honor, composed of veteran seamen 
who had seen service on the Ericcson moni- 
tors. As the body was borne from the come 
tery gate to the hearse the Scandinavian sing- 
ing eocieties sang an anthem. The escort of 
United States marines, after having present- 
ed arms during the passage of the casket from 
the cemetery to the hearse, rapialy came to 
Attention“ in their position on the right of 
the line and with remarkabie alacrity organ- 
ization after organization in the main col- 
umn, already formed, closed up on the right 
and prepared for the order to march. 

THE FUNERAL MARCH. 

Promptly at the appointed hour, 12:80 p. 
m., Capt. W. A. Kirkiand, U. 8. N., who had 
been designated by. Admiral Braine to act as 
Grand Marshal, placed himeelf with his aides 
immediately behind the police escort and at 
the head of the column, and gave the order to 
march. In a moment with bands playing the 
marches forthe dead, muffled drums ruffling 
funeral beats, bells solemniy tolling iron- 
voiced laments for the departed and with in- 
numerable crepe bound national flags borne 
aloit, the route for the point of enibarkation 
was taken. It lay along Second street to 
Second avenue, to St. Mark’s place, through 
Astor place, to Broadway, to Battery place, 
thence to Pier A, North Rlyer, where the tug 
Nina awaited the arrival of the body to con- 
vey it to the Baltimore. The processjon 
moved in the following order:

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GEORGE PARTRIDGE. 


A Sketch of a Man Whose Name Is later 
woven in the History of Many Institutions. 


(Written for the Post-Disratcn. | 

Since the death of Hon. George Partridge, 
July 12, Ihaa hoped and expected that some 
friend, having a more intimate knowledge 
and an abler pen, would prepare a worthy 
testimonial to the memory of one who, for 
half a century, had been a resident of St. 
Louls and In earlier days had exerted a pow- 


erful influence in ANT molding and 
conducting most of its pu 10 enterprises; 
but no such chronicler having appeared, now 
in the endeavor to discharge a debt of friend- 
ship, I submit this tribute, it being a brief 
enumeration of some of his more conspicuous 
acts; preferring to let his actions speak—con- 
Verting deeds into monuments—rather than to 
induige in pretentious enc 

Mr. Partridge was born March 27, 1909, in 
Walpole, Mass.; spent his boybood and youth 
in Templeton, bis parents early having 
removed thither; when a young man engaged 
asacierk ina mercantile house in Boston; 
soon after established one of like character 
on bis own account; later removed to Burling- 
ton, lo., pursuing the same business, and in 
1847 removed to st. Louis, and soon after 
became associated with Messrs. James and 
William smith, thestyle ofthe firm dein 
Partridge & Co. Prosperity attende 
this relation, and this triumvirate thence- 
forward rapidly accumulated those resources 
which, by the alchemy ofan innate public 
*piritand a broad humanity, were soon to be 
tramsmuted into institutions of religion, 
charity and learning. Having enjoyed the 
ministrations of Rev. Dr. Channing, in Bos- 
ton, be naturally gravitated to the Unitarian 
Church in St. thoroughly identified 
activities, 
especialiy the ‘‘Boys’ Industrial School, 
later the ‘‘Mission House. The erection of 
its present commodious edifice is chiefly due 
to his liberality, and in ite Sabbath School he 
— ay a faithful teacher so long as his 
hedith permitted. 

Mr. Partridge was a zealous advocate of 
temperance, also an ardent friend of the 
News Boys’ Home. ladeed there was 
scarcely any institution of a charitable, edu- 
cational or commercial character, that during 
the active period of his lite, was not promoted 
and sustained by his means and his counsels. 

For many years Mr. Partridge was an influ- 
ential member of the Public School Board; 
his enlightened views and earnest efforts con: 
tributed much to popularize the system then 
adopted, hastened the srection of enlarged 
and improved school buildings, and in 1857 
secured the erection of the High School Builid- 
ing. The writer well remembers the enthu- 
Siasm and satisfaction with which in 1858 he 
conducted him through its numerous rooms, 
indicating the number and excellence of its 
appointments and designating this as the cor- 
onal achevement of the board. 

HIS GIFTS. 

Though numerous his gifts and varied their 
objects, Washington University was the chief 
recipient of his princely benefactions. The 
contemporaneous existence of a coterie of 
gentlemen, possessed of large means, and 
animated by a common spirit, rendered the 
creation of this institution possibile. Of the 
various departments embraced by it, the in- 
terest and pride of Mr. Partridge wers concen- 
trated upon Mary Institute; though to furnish 
the facilities of higher education to the youth 
of both sexes-wasa great desire of his life. 
Forthis end he 1 planned and do- 
nated with a liberal hand. 

Mr. Partridge was rarely an aspirant for 
political honors, but when they sought him 
and were imposed, he bore them with becom 
ing dignity and discharged the duties in- 
volved with marked fidelity. His steadfast 
integrity and well-known views secured his 
election as Repesentative ofthe memorable 
session of the Legisiature in 1860 and 1861, at 
that crisis, when the status of the State, 
then inthe scales nearly equipoised, was to 
to be decided. In his letter to me from 
Jefferson City, January 13, 1861, now before 
me, be wrote, I knownot What mag be the 
result, but my harness is fairly on to dave my 
country so far as Lean exertan infiuence.’’ 
It is believed that this resolution fearlessly 
carried out, in its consequences, availed 
much in preventing the secession of the State. 

The high social position and inflexible in- 
“tegrity of Mr. Partridge commended bim asa 
worthy member of the ‘‘Western Sanitary 
Commission.’’’ An exhaustive narrative of 
the labors of this unique band of ‘‘robiles 
fratres,’’ of whom the President, Hon. James 
E. Yeatman was ‘‘princeps in squaies,’’ can 
never be written; but their names will ever 
illuminate and adorn the historic page of that 
period.

HIS BUSINESS CARBER. 

In 1863 Mr. Partridge was elected President 
of the St, Louis Merchants’ Exchange. 

In 1887 he retired from active business, but 
not from his career of habitual usefuiness, 
consenting to become President of the St. 
Louis Provident Association, a position full of 
labor and responsibility without commensur- 
ate honor and totally without remuneration. 

The partners of his life not only cordially 
and efficiently sustained Mr. Partridge in his 
philanthropic schemes, but they. too, labored, 
planned and achieved inother and distinct 
departments of beneficence. To his first wife 
is largely due the existence of the Old Ladies’ 
Home. To this most excellent institution her 
labors, large and timely gifts were continued 
till, in the midst of her Jubors and usefuiness, 

in 186, suddenly called to her 
rest. 


His second wife rendered efficient ald in car - 
ing the Leuna Women’s Christian 
ome’’ through its early struggles to its 
rasent prosperous condition. ut to the es- 
kablisbnlent of the Memorial Home“ she 
apecially consecrated her efforts and benefac- 
‘tions till in 1886 she oboved the summons: 
„Come up higher. Thus these three bene- 
factors lived, labored and butided; the one 
fostering institutions for the young, full of 
hepe in their prime; the others, institutions for 
the aged, full of hope in their decline. Thus 
will they remain eloquent and enduring mon- 
uments to the memory of each, 
‘*Inasmuch as ye did it tothe least ot these 
my brethren ye did it unto Me.

A Big Stock Received by the St. Louis Sub- 
Agency. 


Nine million, five hundred thousand postal 
cards have been received at the Postai Card 
Sub-Agency inthis city. This immense num- 
ber filled two postal cars and occupies much 
of the sub-agency’s floor space in the basement 
of the Custom-house. John H. Cookson, 
superintendent of the registry division, who 
in the absence of Supt. Dunne of the sub- 


agency has charge, turned over to Cashier 
Hays of the St. Louls office 800,000 cards in the 
original packages. This is

The sub- ageney Istributes the 
on orders received from Washington, to which 
am the postmasters send their requisitions. 
ackages of 500, 1,000, 5,000, 10,000 and 25,000 
are made up by the clerk in charge and 
shipped in postal cars in the mails on orders 
from Washington. The postmaster on receipt 
or the package acknowledges it on a form, 
which he sends to Washington, andon acard 
which he sends to the sub-agency. On the 
arrival of his card receipt the shipping book 
la checked and the card fs filed. The system 
of checks is as thorough and is as carefully 
followed as the checks on valuable packages 
in the registered mail division, as Postmaster 
Harlow is responsible for every card.

Weare going to make one 
more attempt, as itis evident from the argu- 
ments advanced by the Indian Department 
against graut ing what we ask that the case is 
by no means thoroughly understood. 

4 FaULTY ARGUMENT. 

„The argument is advanced that we had 
notice of what was going to be done last 
winter, and could have disposed of our cattie 
from time to time. We nad such an oppor- 
tunity of to doing as would have been granted 
to a farmer by telling him that he could sell 
everything that he could raise between Sep- 
tember and April, but that he would have to 
losé his land at the latter period. We oan sell 
cattle in winter just about as well as a farmer 
can sell wheat and corn. If we have 
stock on hand that could have 
been marketed during the summer and 
fall, it dan be disposed of in winter, but the 
growing crop is practically worthiess. Im- 
mature and thin cattle cannot be marketed, 
but they can be sacrificed, anf to do this was 
the only choice given us. If ever men loyally 
endeavored to carry out the orders of the 
Government, the Indian Territory cattlemen 
did. We sent our stock to market the moment 


that it was anything like ready, and did 
everything we could to get out. Under the 
best conditions it would have involved serious 
loss, but the conditions were about as bad as 
they could be. 

EFFECTS OF A DRY SEASON. 

Ad everyone knows, the summer has been 
remarkably dry, the grass unusually short, 
and in many places the streams have dried 
up. The effect of this has. been to prevent 
thousands of cattle from ripening that other- 
wise woald have done so. The ranges carry 
as many head as they will bear, not a few be- 
ing seriously overcrowded. With the 
grazing ground contiguous to the 
smaller streams available, most of the cattle 
could have been fairiy fitted to market. But 
these ran dry and the grass in their vicinity 
was unavailable, as stoek cannot go very far 
from water. This threw an unusual and un- 
looked for pressure on the grass near the 
streams that still carried water. Even if it had 
been in good condition it is doubtful ifthe 
supply would have equaled, the demand, but 
the drouth bad greatly injured it, aud the 
stock has not been able to pick up more than 
the poorest living. The consequence is, that 
cattle that would in ordinary seasons 
be in fine flesh are not 
much more than skin and bones, 
and would scarcely bring the cost of freight. 
To be told that we ought to have sold them 
last winter or this spring is very much like 
adding insult to injury and bas exasperated 
not a few of the ranchmen. 

PASSIVE RESISTANCE. 

„We shall make one more effort, not to 
secure an abrogation of the order, but to re- 
ceive assurances that it will not be strictly 
enforced, and if thisis denied some will pur- 
sue 4 course which they believe will materially 
aid them. There is in no part of 
the territory the smallest disposition 
to hamper or impece the Government 
inthe execution of the order, but nota few 
are determined to offera passive resistance 
which, under the circumstances, can hardly 
fail to prove effective. The cattle owners will 
simply remain quiet, and allow the Govern- 
ment to carry out its ow order. This will be 
far more difficut than those unacquainted 
with the situation imagine. Hitherto the cat- 
tiemen bave been hurrying their stock out of 
the Cherokee Strip as fast as possible, but it 
is more than doubtful whether this policy 
will be continued. When Govern- 
ment agents appear they will be in- 
formed that the owners have no place 
to which the stock oan be removed, and if the 
Government insiste upon it its agents can re- 
move the cattle themseives. What they will 
do then remams to be seen. There is no 
vacant land available to which the cattle can 
be driven, and they cannot be expelled from 
the Cherekee country without encroaching 
upon the pastures of others, who will them- 
selyes object to any such proceeding. The 
Government can hardly undertake to bire 
cars, send the cattle to market, sell them and 
account for the proceeds, and the only alter- 
native left will be to allow them to remain or 
toshoot them down. If the case is carried 
into the courts delay will be secured, which is 
all that we ask. The Interior Department 
officiais should not forget that we possess a 
very strong means of defense if we are driven 
to adopt it, and should be ready to grant our 
reasonable requests.

OCEAN RACERS. 


The City of New York Leads the Teutonic in 
the Transatlantic Contest, 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—News of the transat- 
lantic tussie between the steamship City of 
New York ofthe Inman Line and the Teutonic 
of the White Star Line reached this port yes- 
terday on three ocean crossing craft. The 
Normandiaof the Hamburg-American Line 
was the last of the incoming trio to see the 
racers. They were then over tweive miles 
apart, the Oity of New York leading. The 


Teutonic was directly astern of the Inman 
ship and both were apparently using 
ull the steam they were ca)}a le of making. 
The COjity of Berlin 9 the Inman 
Line passed the City of New York at 6:48 
o’clock on rig Arg | morning and about 
twenty and a haif hours (actual time) after 
she passed the Sandy Hook light sup. The 
City of Berlin was then 872 miles from the 
light ship. The City of New York was going 
at the rate of 18% knots an hour. Nineteen 
minutes later, or 368 miles east of the light 
ship, the City of Berlin met the Teutonic. 
The racers were then about eleven miles 
apart, The Britannie of the White Star Line 
also passed them. When the Normandia 
spoke the City of New York she was 885 mies 
from Sandy Hook. It wasthen five minutes 
of eight, At 8:30 the Normandia passed the 
Teutonic, over twelve miles astern. As there 
was Only twenty minutes, or about six miles, 
difference between the racers when they were 
timed off the Sandy Hook light-ship on 
Wednesday morning the City of New York had 
* about twenty minutes on her White 
tur competitor when the Normandia passed 
ber. The Trave passed tue Teutonic at noon 
on Thursday but saw nothing of the City of 
New York. The Normandia made 4 very 
quick voyage from Southampton, coming 
within an hour of the record from that point, 
heid by the Columbia. She took & northerly 
course and averaged 18.91 knots as hour. Her 
time was6days, 16 heures and 55 minutes. 
equal to a little more than a run of six days 
from Queenstown. Butfor high head winds 
and tumultuous seas she probably would have 
broken the record. She ed one big ice- 
berg ana several small ones off the banks. 
Her dally rans were 883, » 478, 486, 463 
and 800 miles, She brought 1,002 passengers, 
420 of whom came in the cabin.

The India Detachment ef the Salvation 
Army Nightly Assaulting That City. 


CHICAGO, III., Aug. 23.—The Salvation Army 
bas attack@ad this citadel of sin, lead by Mar- 
shal Ballington Booth and his detachment 
from India. The attractive figure in the dele- 
gation is Lord Ranta Pala of Ceylon, now one 
of the most active members of the army. 

At the age of 12 years he was given tothe 
Priesthood by his parents, and at 16 he was 
ordained and accepted into thefaith. For 


eight years following he submitted to the 
teachings of the priest above him, delving 
into the mysteries of the dead languages of 
Ceyion, mastering Sanscrit and Pall and Eiu, 
the latter two the provincial tongues of the 
island; learning by heart the precepts of 
Buddha; storing up the things which gave 
him his position and title of lord in the great 
System of caste. One day he ran across a 
copy of the Naur Cry of the Salvation Army. 
He had it translated for him and cast 
it away as uséless—it was out 
of the line of his belief. Direct 
appeals to him by the native officers of the 
army were unavailing; his duty was to his 
Own religion. But one day he came across 
two salyation army soldiers with begging 
vessels intheir hands, asking coin for their 
support. He stopped agd looked long at 
them. He, too, depended for his support on 
the generosity of those to whom he appealed 
for aid. He bad never seen any but priests 
beg betore. Here was a bond of sympathy. 
He approached, talked to the officers, and 
went with them to their quarters, where he 
visited often afterward, and was finally con- 
verted. 

THE LITTLE LORD. 

Personally the lord is a joily little fellow. 
He talks English until his supply of words 
and phrases runs out, which isn’t long—for 
Le has been with us only a few monthse—and 
then falls back on Sanscrit or Ceylonese. He 
is of small stature, a trifle over five feet in 
height, perhaps, with the narrow, sloping 
shoulders of a woman and eyes that shine like 
polished ebony. Short, silky, black hair falis 
just below the edge of a red 
turban perched jauntily on his head, 
and just touches the neck-band of the 
flamine red salvatlon-army jacket, which 
joins the striped calico shirt which he wears. 
Black sandals on stockingless feet complete 
the toilet, which is very picturesque, and 
lighted up the dim and dingy streets like a ray 
of sunlight, 

Capt. Jai Singh, who has been in India for 
the last five years in the service of the religi- 
ous army, isthe spokesman ot the party. He 
isan Englishman and accounts for his pres- 
ence in the army as follows:

jahan, who is with me now. We went to India, 
and have been there five years. Translated 
into English, Jai Singh means ‘Lion of Vic-

Theodore Appelhause Loses His Foot Under 
a Street Car and charles Broden Loses 
His Hand in a Holling Machine—The 
Hake Divorce Suit Abated—An Aged 
Couple in Court—Other Divorce Suits. 


June 15 last was an eventful day for Theo- 
dore Appelhause, who was granted permis- 
sion to sue the Southern Railway Co. as a poor 
person this morning for $10,075 damages. On 
the day named he got on a South St. Louls car 
bound south. The cOmpany was putting in 
the electric line at the time and the roadbed 
was badly torn up. The car left the track on 
the way down and the driver requested the 
passengers to get off and help place the car 
on the track again. Appelhause very kindly 
tendered his services, and after righting tne 
car he tried to regain his seat, but it was 
taken and the car was 80 crowded he was 
compelled to hang on tothe front platform 
and step. The driver gave the reins to a pas- 
senger and went in to collect fares. While he 
was away Appelhause requested the passenger 
driving to stop the car at Stein street, but he 
did not. When Stein street was reached the car 
jolted and threw Appelhouse off. He fell un- 
der the wheels and his left foot was cut off at 
the instep. His ieft hip and his back were 


badly bruised, causing him great pain, loss of 
Ame and doctor’s bills. He wants $10, 000 for 
his injuries and $75 to pay his doctor's bills. 

Charles Broden filed a $10,000 mage suit 
against the Cass Avenue Distilling Co. this 
morning for the loss of his right hand. Bro- 
den says that he was feeding grain to a grind- 
ing machine in the distillery September 23, 
and by reason of the defective machinery, 
loose belting and shaky feeder, his hand was 
caught in the rollers and mashed. lt was 
amputated at the wrist. 


Hake’s Divorce Suit Abated. 


The last chapter in the life of Edward Hake, 
who killed his wife, Lulu, and then shot 
himself last Monday, was ended in 
the Circuit Court this morning. It is sel- 


dom an entry is made on the Court records 
of the death of both parties to a suit, and the 
entry so made in the Hake divorce suit this 
morning is the first for many years. Hake, it 
is said, married against his parents’ wishes, 
and after defaulting in the sum of $4,000, it ts 
ald, his father threatened to prose- 
cute him as 4 criminal 

did not secure a divorce 

wife. Against his conscience young 

filed the suit and said he was married in Nov- 
ember, 1885 and lived with his wife until Aug- 
ust 1, 1890. He charged her with drunkenness, 
failure to prepare his meals, neglecting the 
househoid and remaining out at night and 
getting drunk. Hie father, William Hake, 
gave security for costa in the case, and it was 
abated this morning at his cost. 

Mrs. Fredericha Link began a suit for di- 
vorce against her husband, John Link, this 
morning, in which she states that she was 
married in Harburg, Bavaria, April 30, 1867, 
and left her husband August 10 last, 
on account of bis cruelty. She says 
he was always finding fault aud would beat 
the children, abuse her for protecting them, 
threaten to take her life and iast May beat her 
over the bead with an fron bucket. Seven 
children were born of the marriage, two of 
whom are df age, and she aske the custody of 
the others. She also asks for alimony. 

Leuise Whelan sues John Whelan for 
divorce on the grounds of general indignities 
and asks the court to award her the custody 
of her two children. She was married in 
October, 1882, and left her husband in Novem- 
ber, 1889. 


An Aged Couple in Court, 


Arguments on application for alimony in 
the divorce case of Joseph Longuevan against 
Martha Longuevan were made this 
morning before Judge Withrow. Mr. 
Longuevan is about 70 years of age 


and hie wife about 50. They have been in 
trouble for seven years and he finally decided 
to Gissoive partnership. He sued for divorce 
ana she asked for alimony. Judge Withrow 
ordered the husband to pay $40 at once and $13 
per month.

Harry Weldon, receiver of the effects of the 
partnership of George F. Cook and Samuel 
Baldwin, was ordered by Judge Withrow this 
morning to sell the personal property at 2746 


Olive street at public sale to the highest 
bidder. The effects include the lease on the 
property, which is made in Baldwin's name 
and which, it is said, he tried to ciaim as 
private personal property.

Chairman Carlisle of the City Committee 
said this morning that he had read the petl - 
tion cireulated by the Thurman Club, and had 
given the matter some attention. Teu can 
say, he said, that the Central Committee, 
the chairman ineluded, propeses te have fair 
and honest primaries at any cost. I have 
spoker to the members and ail are in favor of 
making personal sacrifices for the general 
good ofthe party. At the primary eleetien in 
the spring of 1889 all the factions got the rep- 
resentation they asked and there was ne dis- 
cord to contend with after the 

convention. The Committee proposes 
to do the same this time. I den’t believe, 
however, that stringing the ballots will pre- 
vent tricks in the polling places. That was 
tried years ago, and there was Cissatisfaction 
then. The members of the committee gen- 
erally agree that the best plan is to 
select judges against whem there ean 
be no suspicien. The idea is to 
have the judges and clerks selected and pub- 
lished so that all the voters ean see Who they 
are. If there is aay well grounded objection 
to any Judge and the member of the commit- 
tee fer that ward declines to look lato the 
matter, the committee as a whole can then 
take up the matter, and if tne ob- 
jections are sustained, it can drop 
the objectionabie judge and select 
somebody else. This, however, would only 
de done conditlonally that the committee man 
of the ward frem whence the objection 
originated refused to give it proper considera- 
tion. The Central Committee wants a fair 
primary and the Demecratic voters Can rest 
assured that they will get it.’’ 
THE MOVEMENT SPREADING. 

The movement of the Thurman Club is 
spreading to ether Democratic erganizations. 
This evening the Seventeenth Ward Club will 
meet at Twenty-first and Franklin avenue and 
will, its officers a:y,iadorse the recommen- 
dations of the Nineteeath Ward organization. 
The Seventeenth Ward Club will also give

Another Labor Convention Called. 


The Alidredge-Biake combination of the 
Union Laber party has issued a call for a 
State convention to be held at Sedalia, 
September 25. The basis of representation 


is arranged to secure a large attendance 
ef delegates. One delegate is allowed 
each county and city ward, every irades’ 
aud Labor Union aud Farmers’ Alliance 
Union is allowed one, and in addition to this, 
one is aliewed fer every 300 votes cast for 
Abira Manrinc, the Labor pomineetor Gov- 
ernor in 1888. The cali was issued by 
Alldredge and opposed by I Blake. Both 
lay claim te the chairmanship of the Labor 
Committee and only combinedto defeat the 
Gariand faction. 

Mr. Blake said to-day thatthe Garland fac- 
tion had been eignaily routed and that it 
could not muster enough delegates at its con- 
vention to constitute a corporai’s guard. 

The Garland wing of the party has called a 
Convention for next Monday at Jefferson City 
and its leader aays that it will positively take 
place. So far as s known none of the wards 
or county organizations paid any attention to 
the call. The managers of the faction insist 
that they will nominate a ticket, however. 

The Union Laber voters outside of the 
city recognize Mr. Alldredge only, 
claiming that Biake has no more 
claim on the chairmanship than Gar- 
land. This is understood te be the positios 
Alldredge takes himself. He resides in Cali- 
fornia, Mo., and is rusning for Congress on a 
Union Labor-Farmers’ ticket. 


State Democratic Cemmittee Meeting. 


Next Saturday the State Democratic Com- 
mittee will hold an adjourned meeting at 
“the headquarters in the Temple Building to 
fermaliy agree upon the twice postponed 


plan of campsign. All the committeemen 
are expeecte:! to be on band, as the meeting 
will be one of the most important 
since the convention. Chairman Maffitt is 
in Washiagten, but will be back in time to 
attend the meeting. It is understood that 
one of his objects in going to Washington was 
to confer with the Demecratic Congressmen 
from Misseuri concerning the condition of 
the Democratic forces in their respeetive dis- 
tricts. When the committee meets all 
the members are expected to make 
reports on this subjeet. The candidates will 
also be looked forand their contributions for 
campaign expenses will be aceepted by Ireas- 
urer Brown. At the last meeting of the com- 
mittee it was unanimousiy decided to impose 
mo assessments and depend upon ivol- 
unteargy coniributions to Gefray the 
legitimate expenses of the campaign.

Theories Advanced by Detectives at Werk 
on the Missouri Pacific Train Rebbery.

Early yesterday they 
received word that a party of five fakirs, who 
had been working a shell and other confidence 
games at the Tipton Fair last week, left that 
city Friday night. Three of these men an- 
swered in every particular the description 
given of the robbers, both as to size and 
clothing. They were known te be bad men, 
two of the parties, it is said, being ex- 
convicts. The men were followed to 
Jefferson City by train and from there 
it was learned that they had gone. 
to Aurora Springs, where a pienie was to 
progress. Last Saturday during the day they 
inquired the way to the nearest station on the 
Missouri Pacific road and were told to go to 
California, three miles distant. The men 
hired a team for $10 from Bliss’ livery stable 
and engaged a boy to drive them across the 
country. This boy was found at California 
yesterday. Hesaysthe mer were a desper- 
ate set, cursing himand threatening to kill 
him if he did not keep his team on a gallop. 
They all had revolvers. This party got to 
California afew minutes before train No. 3, 
the one that was robbed, arrived from the 
east, and disappeared immediately. Con- 
ductor Marsh is confident that no such party 
of passengers orany like them got on his 
train.

ILLINOIS CROPS. 


Figures Given by the State Beard of Agri- 
culture—Effects ef the Dreuth. 


"BPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 23.—An interesting 
summary concerniag the crops has just been 
issued by the state Board of Agriculture. It 
says that the hay area this year was 2,705,000 
acres, and the average yield one and one-half 
tons anacre. Thecrop is valued at $2,300, 000. 
The flaxseed area is 10,000 acres, and will yield 
90,000 bushels. ,.Broomcorm is met as exten- 
sively raised in this State asthe demand jus- 
tifes. The bulk is grown in Douglas, Greene, 
Iroquois, Menard and Vermillion Counties, 
and there the condition is good, but in other 
portions ef the State the average yield indi- 
cates less than three-fourths of a crop. The 
prospect for Irish potatees bas never been 
more discouraging here. The continued 


drought, covering a period of nearly three 
months, has rained the growiag crop. With 
the most favorable condition not more than 
a third of a crop ean be expected. The yield 
for this State last season was 15, 000 bush- 
els. Sweet potatoes are doing fairly well and 
will yield three-fourths of acrop. Ina num- 
ber of counties farmers are cutting up grow- 
ing cors to feed their cattie on account of a 
lack of pasturage. The recent rains softened 
the ground for fall plowing, but came teo 
late to do much good to crops. 


Ireland’s Potato Crep.

Wasnuincrox, D. C., Aug. %.—Semator 
Gorman, chairman of the Democratic caucus, 
says that noagreement has been reached 
respecting the date when a vote shall be taken 
on the tarif bill.

IN A PITIFUL STATE. 


Z. R. FRANCISCO OF S*. JOSEPH TELLS OF 
JOSEPH LEVY® CONDITION. 


Dr. Doyle Says He Thinks the Demented 
Man Will Kecever Uniess Brain Fever 
Sets In— The Afflicted Merchant Still 
Thinks He Is in St. Louis and Keeps Ask- 
ing for Ris Sister, Mrs. Baum. 


Mr. E. R. Francisco, commercial agent of 
the Wabash Railroad Co. at St. Joseph, Mo., 
who arrived here this morning, is thoroughly 
conversant with the particulars of the finding 
of Mr. Joseph Levy, the St. Louis merchant, 
who was missing for several days. 
Mr. Francisco resides at No. 612 
South Eleventh street, St. Joseph, just next 
door to the residence of Levy's mother and 
relatives there, and at their request the gen- 
tleman called this morning on Mr. Joseph 
Baum to acquaint him with the particulars of 
his partner’s recovery and condition. Mr. 
Francisco was at the store of Joseph Baum & 
Co. when a Post-DISPATCH reporter called 
there this morning. 

TO BRING THE NEWS. 

left St. Joseph last evening and got in 
here this morning, the gentieman re- 
marked, ‘‘andI came to see Mr. Baum at the 
request of Mr. Felix Levy and other members 
of the family who wanted me to acquaint Mr. 
Baum with the exact condition of Mr. Joseph 
Levy and give him all the information in my 
power about the case. While I have not seen 


Mr. Levy myself—none but his relatives and 
his physician have—I have been kept 
thoroughly posted bythe family. They live 
next door to us, the house —- a double one, 
with only a brick wall dividing the two 
dwellings. Thursday night, about 10:30 
o’clock, I heard him when he came to the 
house. I heard the veices taiking, but did 
not know atthe time that it was Mr. Levy at 
the door. Next morning his nephew, Mr. 
Felix Levy, informed me that his uncle had 
arrived during the night and was 
very sick, and he requested that we 
make as littie noise as possible 
in eur house as Mr. Levy’s physician said 
he must have perfect rest and quiet. It seems 
that when Mr. Levy came to the house he was 
travel-stained and his hands were torn and 
bleeding as if he had been riding on freight 
trains and had to hold on tothe iron bars of 
the cars. It is the belief of the family that he 
reached the city on afreight train. if thie is 
the case he must to bave had quite a walk 
from the freight yards to the house. When he 
reached the house his mind was 
deranged and he was unable to 
recognize any of his poopie except 
Felix Levy, his nephew. he others 
all flocked about him, but be did not know 
them. Last evening he was looking for his 
sister, Mrs. Joseph Baum, and it is believed 
that he thinks himself in St. Louis and at her 
house, which he made his home. His mother, 

his sister, Mrs. Dave Weil, and his niece and 
others he did not know, and he asked for 
nobody except Mrs. Baam. The family have 
questioned him about his d 

and other matters. but he | 

unable to remember anything, Dr. Doyle, 

who is attending him, is a very eminent phy- 
sician, and it is belleved that with rest and 
quiet Mr. Levy’s mind will come around all 
right. 

DANGER OF BRAIN FEVER. 

„Of course there is danger of brain fever 
setting in and being attended with serious re- 
sults. At present the man’s mind is in a bad 
way, but he is receiving every possible care 
and attentions When Mr. Levy came to 
the house he had on a light over. 
coat and had it buttoned up 
and complained of it being cold. He 
had his watch and it was running, so he had 
evidently not failed to wind it up, and he had 
$5 in his pocket. This is believed to be the 
bill ne got from the cashier of the store the 
day he disappeared from here and it would 
indicate that he had spent little or no money. 
It is supposed that he was a few days on the 
road from St. Louis to St. Joseph. He com- 
plains constantly ofa pain in the head, but 
there is no sign of any injury to be found. 

Mrs. Baum, Mr. Levy’s sister, says he had 
no overcoat on when de left home and she 
cannot account for his having one when he 
got to St. Joseph. Her husband, however, 
says that be may have procured an overcoat 
mostapywhere. Mr. Baum thinks thatthe 
fewer people there is avout the man the 
quicker will be his recovery. Mrs, 
Baum will start for St. Joseph 
immediately if needed, but she and her hus- 
band think it more advisable for her to remain 
kere than to be at his bedside, as it might 
only tend to retard his recovery to have so 
many about him. Mr. Francisco’s recitat of 
the condition of Mr. Levy had a most visible 
effect on Mr. Baum, and the merchant found 
it impossible to restrain himself from giving 
way to his grief.

Jordan does not deny the shooting, but says 
he acted in self-defense. His story is that the 
deceased struck him several blows, one a very 
severe one. There were three witnesses of the 
shooting, allof whom agree that Beardslee 
struck Jordan before the shot was fired.

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THE ENGLISH THOROUGABRED. 
—ů 
Tenny to Be Sent Against Time—Mr. Arkell 
Talks of His Plans for Impreving the 
Saratoga Track—Pale Alte Easily Out 
Trots Jack—Racing, Base Ball and Other

oughbreds, says the New York Siar. The ru- 
mor was utterly without foundation, but died 
bard because it appealed strongly to a popu: 
lar sentiment. The average American citi- 
zen is never so well pleased as when seme- 
thing from the United States comes in ahead 
of something from the British Isles. More- 
over, there still exists in the minds of a 
majerity of those who take an interest in turf 


matters a belief that, although the American 


trotter stands pre-eminent, the American rum - 
ming thoroughbred is outclassed by his Eu- 
gliish cousin. The belief is only part of a gen- 


eral impression that England, the parentiand 


ot the racehorse, takes the lead in everything 
pertaining to racing. Hence, when an un- 
beatable wonder is produced here, patriots 
like to see him peat a few English marvels 


before he dies. 

Men competent to compare England and 
American raeing do not share this Belief. 
Among them is the owner of Salvator and 
Firenzi. Mr. Haggin knows that the King and 
Qveen of the American turf can gain no glory 
in Britain. He bas seen the horses which eur 
transatlantic friends regard as their best, 
and realizes that none of them oan give Sal- 
vator, or Firenzi either, in all probability, 4 
bard race under such conditions as would be 
fair to his representatives. The time in which 
English races are run is not officially taken ,so 
the general public in this country Is deprived 


of one easy method of comparing the thor- 
oughbreds of the two lands. Time records 
are carefully kept in Australla, however, 
where the conditions are similar to those 
which prevail here. A comparison of records 
show at that every distance up te three miles 
the American runner is from one to four 
seconds faster than the Australian. 
The career of The Ringmaster and other good 
Australian horses preves that the thorougk- 
bred of the antipodes can win big stakes in 
England. even alter à voyage haif-way around 
the globe. 

Good judges of horses who have seen the 
high-class performers om both sides of the 
Atiantic deelare that, at any distance up to a 
mile and a quarter, the average British thor- 
oughbred would be simply nowhere in a race 
with an average American horse, weights be- 
ing carried according te what is known as the 
American scale. The English horse can pack 
up weight and go a distance at a smooth, even 
gait—that is his forte. The Americas horse 
is an unrivaied sprinter. In view of these 
facts, itia easy te see why Mr. Haggin does 
not care to inflictthe discomforts of an ocean 
passage upon his peeriess equine stars. With 
the possible exception of the unbeaten 
Donovan, there is neta horse in England of 
whom Salvator eould not make the sorriest 
sortoia show at any distance up to a mile 
and a half. 


Tenny Against Time. 


Dave Pulsifer is having his great little horse 
Tenny specially prepared for a trial against 
all existing mile records. The race is to take 
place at the Brighton Beach track Monday 


next, weather permitting. Had the track 
been in proper condition it would have taken 
piace this week. 

It was Col. Pulsifer’s original iptention to 
try and lower only Ten Broeck’s record for 
the distance, viz., 1:39%, whieh was made in 
a race against time over the Louisville (Ky.)
